From the Prison to the Farm—A Re- 
markabie Thief.

CHEEK Towaao, N. Y., September 15.— 
In the summer of 1879 a stranger appeared 
at the farm of Solon Bruce, near this place, 
for work. His hair was cropped close and 
his face was forbidding. He gave his name 
to the farmer and told him plainly that he 
had been discharged from Sing Sing only a 
short time, where he had been serving a sen- 
tence of two years for burglary.

Interview with a Mississippi Educator 
on Negro Education, 

The election committee of the School 
Board will meet on next Tuesday to arrange 
and consolidate the election precincts, and 
to select voting places for the election of 
nine outgoing school directors which will 
take place on the fourth Tuesday of October. 

The regular bills for additional text books, 


general repairs, and other expenditures 
which were ordered by twe®Board on last

‘‘Any indications of improvement in the 
schooling of the negro in yourState?” asked 
a Post-Dispatch reporter of, Professor Long, 
of the University of Mississippi, who in 
company with General Stewart had stepped 
into the Polytechnic. 

“A very large percentage of the Southern 
negroes are unable to teil the difference be- 
tween a pumpkin vine and a h -rse-radish 
staik. Terribly illiterate, lassure you,” re- 
marked the Professor, who eyed the man of 
the quill sharply. 

“Are you doing much for them in the way 
of public schools?” 

“No. The people of Mississippi are not 
able to grapple the question alone. We 
must have the aid of the General Govern- 
ment. 

“Have you any plan which you think 
wouid prove an efficient one if the Govern- 
ment will aid you?” 

“Yes. ‘Lhe first step should be to estab- 
lish normal schools forthe training of eol- 
ored teachers. Out of this would grow, asa 
necessary consequence, a system somewhat 
Similar to yours in Missouri, which would 
belt the entire negro population, but normal 
schools should be established first of all.’’ 

*‘How about the negro’s polities ?”’ 

“His politics? -Well—augh !—whatever 
difficulties the question may present of a po- 
litical nature our educational duties are very 
clear. But the first step in solving the prob- 
lem of his future ts the educational one.’’ 

“What is the general opinion in your sec- 
tion in regard to the Blair billin aid of the 
common school system ?”’ 

“In my opinion the bill, inasmuch as it 
provides instruction to ali without distine- 
tion of race, nativity or condition in life. will 
show to the rest of the world that America 
means enlightenment and intelligence. A 
man may be shipped here a savage, but if 
we get a chance at him we intend to convert 
him into at least a respectabie item of so- 
ciety.

A ‘COLORADO CASE. 
The Title to Coal Lands in Las Animas 
County in Dispute. 


Judgé McCrary, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, was occupied yesterday with 
hearing the arguments of counsel in the case 
of the United States against the Colorado 
Coal and [ron Company, the Southern Coal 
and Iron Company, and some fifty other de- 
fendants. The case involves the title to 
some six thousand acres of valuable 
coal lands in Las Animas  Couutty, 


Colorado. This land was pre-empted during 
the years 1873 and 1874 under the homestead 
laws of the United States and the territory 
of Colorado. The land was described as ag- 
ricultural land, but it was several years aft- 
erwards that the character of the land was 
discovered. In 1879 ‘the United States in- 
stituted proceedings to set aside the 
vatents to the grantees,and the case 
las ‘ been pending in the courts 
ever since. On the part of the United States 
it is insisted that the preemptors were fiicti- 
tious persons and that the patents were 
fraudulentiy issued by collusion of the fed- 
eral land officers in Colorado. In the mean- 
time the Colorado Coal and Iron Company 
and the Southern Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company were organized and became the 
eee of the iand in question, and these 
Wo corporations ,are, as a matter of 
fact, the sole defendants in the case, 
Mr. Westbrook S. Decker of Denver appears 
as solicitor for the United States and Messrs.

From the Prison to the Farm—A Re- 
markabie, Thief.

CHEEK Towaao, N. Y., September 15.— 
In the summer of 1879a stranger appeared 
at the farm of Solon Bruce, near this place, 
for work. His hair was cropped close and 
his face was forbidding. He gave his name 
to the farmer and told him plainly that he 
had been discharged from Sing Sing only a 
short time, where he had been serving a sen- 
tence of two years for burglary.

John Kelly’s SpeechBefore a Tammany

NEw YorK, September 15.—Mr. John Kel- 
ly, in a speech before the Tammany Hall 
Committee on Organization, said that Irving 
Hail had accepted Tammany Hall’s proposi- 
tion for harmony in a friendly way.

The resignation of Daniel W. Kerwin con-

Our New Signal Code. 

New York, September 15.—The new offi- 
cial danger, distress and storm signal code 
for the Signal Service of the sea coast sta- 
tions and mariners has just been published 
by the Chief Signal Service officer at Wash- 
ington, with full instructions for day and 
night signaling. It also contains a chart of 
the Life-Saving Service and day and night 
signal code, with instructions. This system 
has been long needed. The flag system, it is 


wellknown, thas beenin use a number of 
years, but it has never been arranged in such

The 
night signal system of this code, as adopted 
by the service, is the invention of Benjamin

Iwas talking to a friend the other day wno had 
lately returned from New York, and he told me 
that Mary Kyle Dallas, one of the story producers 
for Mr. Bonner, was paid a hundred dollars a 


BONNER paid Beecher $10,000 for a forgotten 
story, and paid Edward Everett the same amount 
for his duil Mt. Vernon Essays, and oiher authors 
have deen paid sums by the same paper which 
they could not get anywhere else for their work. 
Even for short stories the average price paid by 
the Ledger is $10 a coluinn. Still, when one comes 
to think that a paper like the Ledger prints fifty- 
two issues a year, with abcut forty-five columns 
of stories in each issue, on the whole over a mile 
of solid fiction, and that to get this matter it must 
compete with a score of vigorous rivals, it is not 
strange that the work should be well paid. 


In his testimony before the Senate Committee 
on Education and Labor, John Swinton of the 
Sun, unblushbingly stated thatin New York a re- 
porter was paid from $1,000 ayear to $5,000, an 
editor from $5,000 to §25.000, a statement which 
must have made the reporters and editors of New 
York smile a weary smile. In New York tne 
average pay of journalism on a daily paper is 
lower than it is in the West, but there is not much 
difference. 

A FAIR editorial writer fora newspaper earns 
about $50 a week, a good reporter can make $25, 
and if he is working on an afternoon paper he 
can, if-he ts energetic, gather in enough outside 
work to add $20 to $25 moré to his earnings, but 
to do this he must work very hard, and yetasa 
rule the literary ability shown in the average 
inetropolitan newspaper is far beyond anything 
to be found in the Leager, the New York Weekly, 
the Chimney Vormer, or any of that class of 
papers. 

BooK-WorkK of a certain kind is paying better 
In the West than formerly.

A little curry powder in chopped pickle 
gives a delicious flavor to it. A tablespoon 
ful of: the powder to four quarts of pickle ia 
about the right quantity to use, unless yous 
like to use the curry in place of pepper” 
then at least twice this quantity should be 
put in. 

Fricassed lamb is avery appetizing dish, 
Cut the meat in smal! pieces, and boil in ast 
littie water as is needed to cover the meat, 
When that 1s done add more hot Water, and 
make arich gravy with butter and -rowned 
fiour. biscuits or toast are good served 
with this. 

Codfish croquettes are excellent for break< 
fast. Take boiled codfish, pick it in small 
bits, add an equal quantity of mashed potate 
and of breadcrumbs, pepper well, and if toa 
fresh add a little salt; flour your hands, and 
roll in the shape of flateakes; dropin very 
hot lard and let them brown.

Proceedings of the Session Last Night— 
astine’s Resolution. 

The meeting of the Council last night was 
a stormy one. The Mayor sentin two nom- 
inations, that of Theo. Gast, for Street Com- 
missioner, and that of A. Sween as weigher 
of the South Levee scales.

A _ petition from the 
ladies of the Women’s Cooking School 
asking the Municipal Assembly to pass a 
meat-inspection ordinance, was referred to 
ihe Mayor with a request to authorize gen- 
eral sanitary legislation on the part of the 
assembly. r. Rowse, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements, read a very 
jong communication which he had received 
from Henry Fiad, president of the Board of 
Pubiic Improvements, on the subject of the 
extension of the Water Works. ‘The letter 
wasinreply toaresolution adopted by the 
Council on the 7th instant. 

On motion of Mr. Stone the communica- 
tion was laid on the table. A motion by Mr. 
Rowse to take from the table the nomina- 
tion of Charles F. Cady as police justice was 
lust. An attempt was made to go into com- 
mittee of the whole on the nomination of F. 
W. Mott for Park Commissioner and A. F. 
Setzer for Market Master of Soulard Mar- 
ket, but after some discussion the attempt 
was abandoned and the nominations were 
referred to appropriate committees. — 

Mr. Vastine offered a resolution set- 
ting forth that whereas all  Dbusi- 
ness submitted to the present 
session had been disposed of, and, whereas 
the charter required that the Mayor should 
on April 7, 1883, submitappointinents to of- 
tive not jess than fifty-three in number, and 
whereas up to date only twenty-iwo of these 
appointments had been submitted, or an 
average of less than one per week: there- 
fore, resolved that his Honor be requested to 
increase the average in number and extent 
aid to open the doors to general legislation. 
Aiter a lengthy discussion in which Mr. 
Rowse attacked the course of the Seven and 
Mr. Vastine defended it, the resolution was 
adopted and tlie Council adjourned for one 
week.

QUAINT FASHIONS. 


The Old Custom of Auction Sales “By 
Inch of Candle” in Bremén. 
From the American Register (Paris). 


Although the free Hanseatic city of 
remeu has gradualiy done away with many 
of her traditional prerogatives, yet does she 
cling to someof them tothis day. The 
Senators no longer wear Spanish cioaks or 
Wigs, but the so-called Council messengers 
stil appear on solemn oc@sions in flaming 
red coats, Knee-breeches, white stockings, 
and side-swords. ‘Tne gates are no louger 
closed at night, nor are the bells rung on the 
outbreak of a fire; but the ‘‘Rathskeller’”’ is 
punctually clesed at 10:30 p. m., and nobody 
is allowed to enter the sacred precincts afte: 
that hour. With remarkable tenacity, how- 
ever, the good Bremeners adhere te the 
ancient custom of the so-calied “burning 
candle,” by the light of which all peremp- 
tory sales ofreal estate take place to this 
day, as nay be seen every Friday in a hall 
over the old Exchange. At one end of a long 
table is seateda judge and scribe, at the 
other stands the city crier, and by his side a 
Council messenger in flaming red dress, 
holding a stable. lantern. In his hands he 
has a box filled with ends of small candles 
thatcan burn but a few minutes, aad of 
which he has to light one after the other 
until no other bid is made before the 
candle goes out, in which case the last and 
of course highest bidder becomes the owner 
of the estate. As late as the begianing of 
this century every person who overbid an- 
other while the candie was still burning, 
thereby putting up the price, received a grat- 
ification of a so-called “tine third,’’ equal to 
about 2 marks. Frequently some porters or 
errand men would comein and bid in order 
to turn an honest penny by going for the 
“fine third,” aithough they ran the risk of 
seme weeks’ imprisonthent, if by chance the 
candle went out, and they thus remained the 
last bidders without being able to pay for 
the property knocked down to them ou that 
account. Itis a comical sight to enter the 
ball just at the moment when one pidder has 
silenced a competitor. All eyes turn on the 
bit of candie in the lantern, which grows 
,sinaller and smaller: hardiy a breath is 
drawn; the company looks as if they were 
petritied. Suddeuly there comes another bid, 
another candle ts liguted, and the comedy is 
repeated until finaily the extinction of a can- 
pdie has fastened the sale upon the last bid- 
der. This custom of the “burning candie 
may justly be termed ove of the traditional 
ullarities of Bremew, there being but few, 
f any, other German cicies or towns in which 
this ancient custom still obtains.

The Southern Negro Dialect. 
From the Louistille Courier-Journal. 


One of the best expressions of certain 
phases of Southern plantation life before the 
war is a little volume written by Mrs. Pry- 
nel'e of Alabama, whorenders the genuine 
plantation negro dialect, certainly with far 
more accuracy than my writer who has yet 
attempted it. Even “Old Si” runs into a 
very exaggerated form of negro lingo—some- 
thing which is heard nowhere onearth. The 
talk of the “quarters” is oneof the oddest 
things in the Evglish language. Mrs. Stowe 
thought she had it, but she only occasional'y 
gotinto the trail of it, and, as for other 
Northern writers, they have made the ne- 
groes talk like fureigners speaking broken 
English, and make theinselves , ridiculous in 
afiela with which they are totally unac- 
quainted. Itis almost impossible to write 
a Southern story of ante-beilum times with- 
out bringing in the negro talk and negro tra- 
ditions and superstitions, and no casual ob- 
serve or listener can do this. The distinctive 
exception is the negro dialect, which, how- 
ever, Willeventuaily be so materially modified 
as to cease to be original and striking. 
‘The progress of education among the negroes 
and the more frequent contact with whites 
who speak the lauguage with tolerable cor- 
rectness is gradually making ante-bellum 
negro lingo athing of tradition, and it is 
certainly desirable to preserve it in print and 
to preserve it as accurately as possible. The 
negro wit and humoris very keen and pa- 
thetic. ‘The old plantation wit and wisdom 
was thoroughly original and thoroughly en- 
joyable. The great Southern novel, covering 
life among the educated classes before the 
war, bas yet to be produced, although there 
isa steady progress toward it. Southern 
plantation features had a large and slow 
ripening, and the fruit can be plucked. The 
greatest American novels cover New En- 
gland life and traditions, because there isa 
humanized soil of the past there which has 
brought forth fruit abundantly and the fruit 
has been utilized. But thereisarich flavor 
to the humanities of Southern ante-belluin 
times. ‘The fertile past is there; the true 
gleaner may go forth to his wor« of gather- 
ing the grapes. And some of the Eschol 
clusters are tuund in the vegro traditions, 
superstitions, dialect and philosophy—for 
there Is a negro philosophy.

A girl 
wearing a velvet suit one day was sent home 
with a message that her dress must be 
mother ot the girl returned with a reply that 
changed to one adapted for school wear. ‘The 
it was a last year’s suit which must be util- 
ized or it would be out-grown.

Secondly, it 
should be sufficiently loose not to impose re- 
sirictions upon the free and active use of the 
muscles. Third, the materials should be 
suit, unexciting in color and undistinguisha- 
b.ein pattern. Fourth, the design should 
suggest rather than outline the figure, uniess 
the material is elastic, and should be divided 
into few partsin order to be free from dis- 
tractions. Fifth it should avoid whatever is 
unnecessary or that takes time and strength 
that could be better put into work or play. 

The combination unaergarmentof knitted 
wool or cotton, or both, the skirt of pleated 
wool attached toa lining waist cut with a 
spring over the hip, and a polonaise or wov- 
en “‘jersey’’ supplies all the requirements 
forsuchadress. If the polonaise is em- 
pioyed, the jining waist may be extended so 
as tv require only a -deep-pieated flounce of 
the wooi to bring it to the lengih of the 
walking skirt, thus rendering it lighter and 
cheaper. 

‘Tue polonaise should be pleated at the 
back, a part of the fuliness being taken out 
of the waist and cut with a wuole sack front 
which couid be belted in. The sleeves 
should be cut very high and somewhat full at 
the top, so as to surround the arm at the 
socket and allow free movement. All dress 
skirts made of wool should be attached toa 
lining waist, as tiiis equalizes boti warmth 
and weight.

"WHAT IS SLANG? 


How It Starts and What Makes It Suc- 
cessful. 
From the Boston Courier. 
Tn its best sense slang is an attempt to get 
at truth by the shorter routes. It may not 
always do this decorously, but, none the less, 
it generally manages to get there. Slang is 
the sworn enemy ofall circumlocution and 
veriphrasis. It believes that in literature, 
as in geometry, a straight line is the short- 
est distance between two points. As it al- 
most weber gs originates among unedu- 
cated pees this is quite natural. It is a 
stripping away the dry husks of things to 
get the quicklier atthe kernel. It is an un- 
conscious striving to attain to the actualities 
and essences of things—it is, in its lowly, 
common way, a blind reacher after what 
Mr. Carlyle toploftily calls the “eternal 
veracities,”’ 
Successful slang, that is to say slang that 
lives, is always intensely humorous, and for 
that reason becomes of necessity the keenest 
and readiest weapon against all cant and 
humbug. But let it be remembered there is 
siang and slang, and we are only referring 
to that kind which, being an involuntary 
outcropping of the time or situation, gets a 
grip uvon the heart of humanity, and is, in 
nine cases out of ten, finally received into 
the brotherhvod of accepted words. At the 
outset it is impossible to state with cer- 
tainity what will turn ow: to be succcessful 
slang. The immediate universality of a 
phrase does not settse it. To have the stay- 
ing qualities slang must be anonymous. Its 
vaterniiy once accurately established, it 
egius Ww dwindle, Px and pine, and finally 
fades altogether. Ifachiid has parents let 
them see to its welfare, but when a child has 
none the world itself is sometimes willing to 
adoptit. And this not from any pity of its 
helplessness, for such children are not sel- 
dom hardier and brighter than others, 
but froin very admiration of 
their audacity and self-reliance, Of 
such slang words and phrases it 
may be said as of the bastard in “Lear,” 
they are of that breed and blood who “‘in the 
lusty stealth of nature take more composi- 
tion and fiercer quality” than is possibie to 
their soberer and more respectable lhalf- 
brothers. Once adopted into the famuly, 
however, legitimized and made equal with 
the rest, they take on new airs and graces 
that render them infinitely more agreeable 
to good society, without in anywise detract- 
ing from their native vigor and flavor. Itis 
a wild fruit grafted upofi a tame stock—if it 
strikes iu and flourishes, both sides are bene- 
filed and improved; if it withers and dies, it 
is because the grafting was done untimely— 
use the sap of the cultivated tree still 
boiis and ferments in fu.!l and sufficient 
furce, and has not yet sunk tothat dead level 
of placid insipidity which needs tue stinging 
touch of the wild infusion. Siang is the re- 
cruiting ground of language where muiti- 
tudes are always ready wo enlist, and out of 
a profusion of tail, lawless feilows taken into 
the ranks, a limited number turn out in 
time Ww be good suldiers.

TOM TIDLER’S GROUND. | 


The History of this Bit of Mytnical 
Real. Estate, 


The interesting article on the “Songs ana 
which ap- 


to one of the most ancient of the rhymes 
still sung by them: : 
Here I am on Tom Tidler’s Ground. 
Picking up gold and silver, 

The origin and meaning of the name *‘Tom 
Tidler” have given rise to much controversy. 
The Rev. E. Cobham Brewer, in his ‘‘Dic- 
tionary of Phrase and Fable,” maintains it 
to be a eorruption of *Tom th’ Idier.” 
“Tom,” he says, “in the game stands ona 
heap or mound of stones, gravel, etc.” Other 
boys rush on the heap, crying, ‘‘Here 1 am 
on Tom ‘Tidler’s ground,” etc. “Tom bestirs 
himself to keep the invaders off.” The 
Saxon derivation has hitherto passed muster, 
but the true derivation is from the Celtic or 
Gaelic, proving the game to have been known 
to British ghildren before the Saxon irrup- 
tion and Conquest. ‘“I'om” signifies “hill” 
or mound, a word that enters into the com- 
positiou of the names of many places 
in the British Isles,and tiodlach,gift offering, 
treasurer; so that Tem-tiodioch—corrupted 
by the Saxons into ‘lom-tidier—-signifies the 
hill of gifts or treasufe, of which the players 
seek to hoid or to regain possession. It was 
the custom for the boy who temporarily 
heid the hill or ‘“‘tom” to assert that the 
ground belonged to him of right and dare the 
invaders to dispussess him vy the exclama- 
tion of “Ducjda me.” This phrase has puz- 
zied commentators gulie as much as the 
name of ‘“lom Tidler’ has done. ‘line word, 
however, resvlves itself into the Celtic or 
Gaelic Duthaich, the t silent before the as- 
pirate, pronounced du-haic, and signifying a 
country, an estate, a territory, a piece of 
land ;, du signifying to, and mi mwe—i. é., this 
territory or ground is to me; itis my land or 
estate. This old British phrase continued to 
be used in England by children and iiliterate 
peopie long aiter the British Janguage had 
given way to the Saxou Engiish, and was 
repeated by boys and giris io tie game now 
caiiled ‘Lom ‘Tidier’s Ground. ‘low, in the 
irish Gaelic still spoken in the west,of Lre- 
land, signifies cithera hill ora thicket, and 
tiod jac a gratuity, a largess, a boun; and 
du-aic or du-ai land, possession, estate, coun- 
try. If these derivatious be correct, as 1 be- 
lieve they are, the game of ‘Lom Tidiler” 
must date from tue British or Celtic era.
